4.— CAUSES  OE  SICKNESS.

We  hope  and  believe  that  they 
will  be  reduced  when  the  Council’s  Housing  Programme  has  been  completed,  and  when  more  beds  are 
available  in  Sanatoria,  both  of  which  will  tend  to  reduce  the  number  of  contact  cases.

(1)  General  :  There  are  2  Nurses  in  the  District  engaged  in  general  district  work,  who  are 
affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.

There  is  one  District  Hospital  at  Shepton  Mallet  for  the  treatment  of  general  medical  and  surgical 
cases.  There  is  no  Ihiblic  Assistance  Institution,  the  building  having  been  taken  over  by  The 
County  Council  as  an  Institution  for  persons  suffering  from  Mental  Deficienc\L

Homeless  Children  :  Hillworth  House,  staffed  and  equipped  by  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

F.  — Ambulance  Facilities.

(2)  For  Non-Infectious  Cases  and  Accidents  : — -A  Motor  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Wells  Road 
Garage,  Shepton  Mallet,  Telephone  126  ;  and  in  case  of  need  additional  ambulances  are 
obtainable  through  the  local  branch  of  the  B.R.C.S.  and  also  from  Wells  and  Radstock. 

G.  — Scabies  : — No  cases  of  Scabies  have  been  reported  to  me. 

6.— LABORATORY  \VORK. 

Examinations  of  bacteriological  and  pathological  specimens  are  carried  out  at  The  Public  Health 
i.aboratory,  Taunton  ;  considerable  use  of  this  Laboratory  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  Messrs.  Boots  (Chemists),  and  Miss  Watkins  (Chemist). 
Supplies  can  be  obtained  from  them  by  Practitioners  on  the  National  Health  .Service  prescription  form. 


7.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 

There  is  one  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  and  Sanitary  Surveyor,  and  additional  Sanitar}^ 
Inspector  (both  whole-time  officers)  and  myself  (a  part-time  officer).  There  is  one  Health  Visitor  in  the 
District. 


8.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  dwellinghouses  in  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  with  a  piped  supply 
of  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company. 

During  the  year,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  but  the  supply  was  restricted  during 
the  summer  months.  In  consequence  of  the  dry  weather,  the  Waterworks  Authority  issued  regular  notices, 
through  the  medium  of  the  local  press,  urging  consumers  to  economise  in  the  use  of  mains  water.  For  some 
time,  the  supply  to  the  houses  in  the  Downside  area  at  the  northern  end  of  the  District  was  shut  off  at 
night  in  order  to  conserve  supplies  and  from  time  to  time  the  mains  were  shut  off  at  night  time  in  other  parts 
of  the  town. 

So  far  as  is  known,  no  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  raw  water  but  12  (twelve) 
samples  were  taken  of  the  treated  water  at  various  points  of  supply  throughout  the  district.  Ten  of  these 
samples  gave  B.  Coli  Nil  counts  ;  two  samples  resulted  in  counts  of  1  B.  Coli  per  100  ml,  but  no  explanation 
is  available  to  account  for  same. 

The  water  is  not  thought  to  have  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

No  information  is  available  regarding  any  contamination  of  the  source  of  supply. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  16  (sixteen)  properties  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Urban  District 
are  not  supplied  with  mains  water. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  there  are  no  public  stand-pipes,  but  a  few  houses  are  supplied  bv 
communal  taps. 

A  large  Bacon  Factory  has  its  own  well  in  addition  to  a  mains  supply  ;  a  sample  of  water  from  tliis 
well  was  taken  during  the  year  and  found  very  .satisfactory. 

Samples  were  taken  from  three  wells  supplying  three  cottages  and  one  farm  property  and,  as  a  result 
of  unsatisfactory  reports,  the  respective  owners  have  been  requested  to  provide  a  proper  supply,  preferably 
from  the  mains. 


Several  small  mains  extensions  are  in  hand,  principally  in  connection  with  the  development  of  the 
Council’s  Housing  Estate  at  Ridgewa^n  The  loop  main,  from  West  Shepton  via  Hitchen  Lane  to  Ridgeway, 
referred  to  in  the  report  for  1948,  has  not  yet  been  laid,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  shortly  be  put 
in  hand. 


It  is  understood  that,  as  part  of  a  long-term  policy,  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  inter¬ 
connection  of  the  Waterworks  Company’s  mains  and  those  of  the  Shepton  JMallet  Rural  District  Council, 
involving  bulk  supply  and  reciprocal  schemes. 


9.— SEWACxE  DISPOSAL. 

There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year.  No  extensions  are  under  consideration  other  than 
t]i(3se  which  may  be  necessitated  by  future  housing  developments. 


10.— CAMPING  SITES. 

No  applications  for  licences  have  been  received  for  camping  sites  or  moveable  dwellings. 

The  premises  known  as  Cook’s  Paddock  are  from  time  to  time  used  for  caravans  in  conjunction 
with  travelling  circuses  and  amusement  fairs,  but  their  stay  is  usually  very  short.  Gipsy  caravans  also 
■encamp  occasionally  on  a  roadside  verge  on  the  fringe  of  the  district.

The  dwellings  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  include  19,  each  having  three  bedrooms, 
and  four  each  having  four  bedrooms. 


The  figure  given  under  the  Column  “  Conversions  ”  relates  to  the  additional  number  of 
housing  units  provided  and  comprises  :  the  adaptation  of  part  of  a  building  not  pre¬ 
viously  used  for  human  habitation. 

The  16  Non-Traditional  houses  in  course  of  erection  at  the  81st  December  form  part  of  a 
contract  for  the  erection  of  24  Cornish  Unit  two-bedroom  maisonettes. 

The  Council  have  reviewed  the  present  trends  for  housing  accommodation  needs.  Prior  to  1989, 
the  Council  had  provided  a  total  of  140  dwellings,  of  which  only  ten  were  of  the  two-bedroom  type,  the 
remainder  all  having  three  bedrooms. 

It  is  felt  that  many  of  the  older  houses  are  under-occupied  and  that  some  of  the  tenants  would  be 
prepared  to  move  into  smaller  houses,  whilst  in  many  cases  two-bedroom  houses  would  meet  the  immediate 
needs  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  waiting  lists.  Furthermore,  in  view  of  existing  high  building  costs, 
the  cost  of  erecting  such  smaller  houses  would  show  an  appreciable  decrease  in  rent  compared  with  three- 
bedroom  houses. 

In  addition  to  the  Cornish  Unit  maisonettes,  the  houses  in  course  of  construction  include  six  two- 
bedroom  houses  of  traditional  type,  and  a  further  six  houses  of  the  same  type  are  to  be  commenced  in  the 
immediate  future  (January  1950). 

The  Council’s  1950  housing  programme  includes  the  erection  of  six  more  traditional  two-bedroom 
houses  and  ten  non -traditional  (Unity)  three-bedroom  houses.
